: THE FISHERIES. 

Wo aro ploasccl to clu'oniclo tho return 
of tbo CBteomed Fisheries CommisHioner 
to Vicfcorift. "We should expeuence great- 
er pleasure wore we authoritatively in- 
formod that in future ho will personally 
Buperriso the flahofies during the season. 
■We.toke it for grauted that Jlr. Anderson 
has been made acquainted with all that 
went on at Fraser Biver last summor; that 
ha has beei told of the wanton destruo 
• tion of fish-life of which more than one 
eompany was guilty ; that be has hoard 
that aa many as 5000 detid Osh were thrown 
back into the rivor in a siogle day bocanse 
there were no faci litios on baud for pro 
serving them; that the siilmou were fol- 
lowed to their spawning grounds and 
there captured; that nets wore stretched 
across the rivers so as to prevent the 
fish ascettding tiio stream; that with 
scarcely an interral of rest the fish were 
caught after the fishermen had been noti- 
fied that the canneries oould provide for 
no more— the object seeming to bo to de- 
stroy as many salmon as possible. "Wilful 
-waste maketU wofnl want," and wo Hbull 
be agreeably surprised if the offecfca of 
last summer's over-fishing (if wholesale 
butchery can bo called fishing) be not 
felt for many years to come in diminish- 
ed " runs " and light " catches." Speak 
ingofthe salmon flsherios, wo observe 
that a meeting has been bold at Westmin- 
ster (which was attended by the Commi.s- 
sioner) and that arrangements were made 
for providing funds for the establishment 
of a hatchery. This is well as far as it 
goes; but a dozen hatcheries wonld be un- 
able to provide for the exhaustion cauged 
by a repetiiion of the criminul folly that 
some 01 the companies were guilty of lust 
summer. Great Britain, Eastern Canada, 
Oalifornia, Oregon, all lament tho rapid 
decay of salmon fisheries. Whjr should 
not ihoirloas be British Ool.mbia's gain 
by inducing tho adoption on Cramer River 
and elsewhere throughout the Province 
of I he f-implo and effective roles that ex- 
perience has proved will preserve fisli 
wealth from ooaaplete destruction. Wo do 
' hope that Mr. Anderson will see to it that 
the scenes of laet summor are not repeated. 
If other duties require his presence else- 
where, a competent deputy should be ap- 
pointed to look after tho fishery interests, 
which with good management and super- 
intendence will bee :)me one of tho remu- 
nerative and permanent induatries of the 
'Province, No man should have it in his 
power to say, us a Fruser River steamboat 
man gloomily expreas^cd it one day last 
Bummer, that " Tracer River is alive with 
dead fish from Harrison river to its 
month 1"

But he is a bold, brave 
man, and the vehement eloquence with 
which he delivered the sermon was such 
as to win admiration from all who heard 
him, notwithstanding ho expressed his 
political sentiments iu tho most decided 
manner possible.
